He  also  said,  “I  know  Bill  (Haffner)  tried  to  be  first  to 
pay  dues.  I'm  sending  Joe  a  check  today  in  Bill’s  honor  -  Hope  I’m  the  first,” 

Randy  also  sent  a  letter  from  the  late  Archie  Kidd,  written  in  2010  and  I’ll  share 
it  with  you  as  well. 

Hi  Randy, 

Thanks  for  the  million  bucks.  1  will  spend  it  wisely.  As  for  having  an  idea  of 
what  the  remaining  numbers  are  for  the  older  silver  bars,  it  is  really  unknown. 

•  These  (like  MAD  3  &  6)  may  have  been  advertised  at  10,000, 1  don’t  remember, 
but  with  the  big  melt  down  in  the  80s,  no  one  really  know  how  many  exist. 

As  far  as  trust  is  concerned,  I  bought  a  collection  from  a  man  in  Las  Vegas  (and 
the  two  you  bought  was  out  of  that  collection)  and  the  man  and  1  talked  over 
the  phone  quite  a  bit.  We  knew  a  couple  of  the  same  people  and  hit  it  off  right 
away.  We  negotiated  the  deal  and  he  shipped  over  $26,000  in  bars  to  me  on  my 
word  that  I  would  get  half  of  what  he  wanted  in  silver  eagles  and  a  check  for  the 
rest  of  it.  The  check  and  eagles  crossed  in  shipping  but  he  didn't  know  that.  I 
don’t  know  about  you,  but  it  makes  me  feel  good  to  be  trusted,  and  I  just  felt 
you  were  trustworthy.  I  correspond  with  an  IASAC  member  in  Belgium.  He 
is  not  a  huge  collector  and  has  a  budget  for  bars.  He  wanted  to  get  one  of  each 
of  the  Bluegrass  Bars  1  produced  and  wanted  to  buy  one  or  two  at  a  time  until 
he  got  them  all,  so  I  shipped  all  of  them  at  the  same  time  and  told  him  to  send 
me  the  monthly  payments  until  there  were  paid  for.  He  said  no  one  had  ever 
done  such  a  thing  for  him  before  in  his  life.  Oh  well,  I  suppose  Europeans  don’t 
trust  each  other.

Rarity  vs.  Regularity 

When  precious  metal  investors  decide  to  “go  all  in”,  he  or  she  often  begins  with  a 
silver  purchase,  prior  to  gold  or  other  metals.  The  low  price  of  entry  makes  a 
physical  investment  possible  with  a  limited  amount  of  capital.  Of  course,  the 
most  popular  first  investment  choice  is  the  silver  bullion  coin,  including  the 
American  Silver  Eagle,  Canadian  Maple  Leaf,  Mexican  Libertad,  Chinese  Panda 
and  Morgan/Peace  Dollars. 

Often  investors  prefer  to  limit  purchases  to  legal  tender  issues  for  valid  reasons 
typically  associated  with  popularity,  accessibility  or  market  liquidity.  But  why 
limit  the  “first”  investment  option  when  there  is  a  plethora  of  issues  available  in 
both  round  “coin”  and  bar  form. 

Currently  premium  over  spot  price  is  low.  If  you’re  a  stacker  attempting  to 
maximize  height  and  weight,  perhaps  you  have  already  decided  diversification 
among  bullion  issues  is  the  way  to  go.  Certainly  no  one  has  proof  you're  wrong! 

I  have  a  limited  number  of  years  of  bullion  investment  experience  and  personally 
prefer  artistic  designs  over  standard  bullion.  Therefore,  my  investment  approach 
tends  to  be  more  "conservative  collector”  over  a  “truth  in  numbers”.  I  also  firmly 
believe  investment  opportunity  is  best  interpreted  with  experience. 

Therefore,  I  have  noticed  the  precious  metal  bullion  industry  is  experiencing  a 
significant  popularity  growth  among  investors.  Published  sales  volume  and 
dealer  industry  data  reports  have  shown  that  one  ounce  silver  rounds  are 
currently  the  most  popular  item,  both  in  sales  and  purchases,  perhaps  the  most 
popular  item  of  the  last  decade. 

Silver  bars  are  statistically  utilized  during  precious  metal  investing  due  to  the 
availability  of  different  sizes  and  weights.  One  ounce  bars  are  typically  found  in 
portfolios  of  most  entry  level  buyers  and  often  only  the  rare  editions  are  collected. 

I  have  wondered  will  the  rarity  of  silver  art  bars  ultimately  cause  their  demise 
amongst  investors.  The  popularity  of  silver  rounds  influences  industry  to  favor 
manufacturing  artistic  rounds  and  as  advancement  in  technology  is  achieved  so 
has  the  availability  of  intricate  designs.  It  is  actually  quite  a  task  to  find  a  l  ounce 
silver  art  bar  outside  our  LASAC  community  or  the  vintage  bars  offered  on 
auction  websites  and  occasional  at  the  local  pawn  shop. 

I  personally  would  appreciate  an  instance  when  one  ounce  silver  art  bars  reach 
the  sales  level  they  once  held  during  the  1970  and  8o’s.  It  certainly  would  be 
great  for  our  hobby  and  any  collector  alike. 

With  the  continued  dedication  and  support  of  IASAC  members,  I  believe  such 
may  be  possible.  Many  of  the  recently  designed  art  bars  offered  have  been 
designed  and  made  available  by  fellow  members.  I  want  to  THANK  those 
members  and  reassure  you  that  your  artistic  designs  and  hard  work  is 
appreciated.  Perhaps  the  recently  available  designs  will  gain  the  investor  and 
industry  support  required  to  energize  and  stimulate  entry  level  investors!
